Mr. Malcolm .said out-of-stale labor 


was ineligible to hold jobs on the 
courthouse project because funds for 
Iho construction of the building were 
derived from local taxation. 


Mr. Malcolm was to have a .second 


conference with B. W. Edwards, con- 
tractor, during the afternoon. 


Mr. Malcolm al.su reported (.hat Mrs 


Howard Proctor, secretary of tile state 
industrial commission 
in charge of 


women and children, had made an in- 
vestigation of working conditions in 
Hope and had found that labor laws 
were being violated. 


Mr, Malcolm said employers had been 


warned to correct, these conditions or 
face prosecution in court. He explain- 
ed that the age limit for t'nrployniont 
of both boys and girls was the same. 


All children under 14 years of age 


.•iri> wit to be permitted to work—ex- 
cept for parents during vacation. 


A permit from the state labor de- 


partment, is required for the employ- 
ment of boys and girls between the 
ages of 14 suid 16. and they are not to 
be permitted to work before 7 o'clock 
in the morning or after 7 o'clock in 
the evening. 


These children, between 
14 and 16, 


are not to be permitted to work more 
than eight hours per day. 


Girls under 18 are not permitted to 


work after 10 p. 'nt No female is per- 
mitted to work more than nine hours 
per day or more than six days per 
week, Mr. Malcolm Explained.

BAILEY RAPS JUDGE 
Says Holt Should Have 


Disqualified Self—At- 


torney's Kinsman 


LITTLE ROCK.—OP;—The Arkansas 


Supreme Court in a four-to-three dev 
cision ^ Wednesday blocked Governor 
Bailey's plans for the immediate re- 
funding of the state's 140-miUion-dollar 
highway bond debt. 


The court held invalid the emergency 


clause attached t othe refunding act 
by the special legislature, but decline 
ed to pass at the present tune on the 
constitutionality of the act itself. 


Without the emergency clause the 


act does not become effective until Oc- 
tober 30, a month after the date on 
which Bailey proposed to carry out re- 
funding. 


The friendly test case will be sent 


back to Pulaski chancery court for fur- 
ther action, the court declaring the 
question of constitutionality, should be 
"more exhaustively briefed."

Griffin Smith, reversed Pulaski chan- 
cery court which had held the program 
constitutional. 


Concurring with Smth were: Asso-

The minority dissent was by Justices 


Frank G. Smith, E. L. McHaney and 
Special Justice V. G. Holland, who was 
appointed to the court by Governor 
Bailey after Justice T. M. Mehaffy dis- 
qualified himself. 


The governor was in the courtroom 


wheji the opinion was handed down, 
but had no comment. 


Cliief Justice Smith explained that 


the court held void the vote cast by 
Paul Gutensohn, Bailey's appointee in 
the senate, on the emergency clause; 
and ruled that no emergency clause 
could be attached to the refunding act 
because the measure involved a "vest- 
ed right." 


The ruling on. the emergency clause 


upheld an opinion delivered by At- 
torney General Jack Holt during the 
recent special session of the legislature. 


Bailey Attacks Court

Bailey Wednesday attacked Associate 
Justice J. Seaborn Holt, of Fort Smith, 
for not disqualfying himself from par- 
ticipation in the supreme court decision 
on the refunding program. 


The governor contended Holt should 


have disqualified himself because he 
is a cousin to Attorney General Jack 
Holt, who was a party to the defendant 
to the suit.

The alternative is to go back to the system of large, lump-sum contribu- 


tions just before elections from those who have it to give, like Rockefeller or 
the United Mine Workers. 


Efforts have been made in the past to devise1 plans for broadening the 


base of party support, and both major parties would welcome means of 
securing regular, even though very small, contributions from rank-and-file 
members. The radical parties here, and the totalitarian parties in Europe, 
have solved this problem. They simply tap all members automatically for u 
slice of their weekly pay. 


This, in a country where political allegiance to parties i.s less fixed, is 


scarcely desirable. Most Americans want to know who's running before they 
decide which party to support. But the study of ways to broaden as far as 
possible the supporting has* of all major political parties is worth the at- 
tention of all of them. 


Widespread voluntary support, not only just before election, but all the 


year 'round, is the democratic way to maintain a party system in a republic.

Many physicians are convinced thnt 


the most co'minou cause of pain in the 
back, low down, is sacro-iliac strain. 
The chief symptom is the pain, which 
varies from a mild discomfort on one 
side of the joint where the backbones 
of the hips join t!u> backbone to the- 
kind of severe agonly which makes sit- 
ting, standing, or living a persistent 
torture. 


Many a person with a constant, pen- 


attrntint; pain far down in tin- buck 
finds himself unable to sleep, and. as 
a result, becomes nervous, loses weight 
because of appetite, and is seriously 
s'ick. 


The sacro-iliac strain may 
result 


from a slight injury like a sudden 
twist in golf, tennis, or even ping- 
pong, to the more serious strain that 
co'nVes 
from 
lifting heavy 
weights, 


bending suddenly, falling off a horse, 
or trying to keep erect while skiinng. 


In many instances, afflicted persons 


have no recollection of the exact mo- 
ment when fhe strain occurred, but by 
studying their daily experiences care- 
fully, they arrive sooner or later at the 
exact time when the disturbance ap- 
peared. Kor this rt.-a.son the doctor 
goes 
carefully 
in) u the record of 


events a.s far as two, three, or four 
years back to find the time when the 
diffciully first appeared. 


Sometimes the pain radiates down the 


leg and is called sciaj-ica: in fact, this 
is a frequent mistake in dagnosois. At 
other times the pain spreads up around 
the spine, or down into the g roin. Peo- 
ple with this condition complain thaf 
cannot lie wij-h comfort on either side 
and that turning in bfd brings an ex- 
crucinating pain. 


Naturally, such sudden efforts as 


coughing, sneezing, or straineing the 
body in any way ure associated with u 
severe pain. 


The docf-ur, in order to make certain 


of the diagnosis, does not .satisfy him- 
self merely with arecord of a sud- 
den strain. Usually the patient is ask- 
ed to stand erect in a good light. The 
shoulder will seem to be lower on the 
side where (-here is no dstiurbance. 
The patient i.s then asked to point to 
the exact spot where pain is felt. Then 
he lies flat, face down, and the doctor j 
carefully 
presses on the 
differenf 


points along the spine to localize ex- 
actly the area where the disturbance 
exists. Next, he has the patienj- lie flat 
on his back and the doctor makes a 
number of tests to make certain that 
the condition is actually a sacro-ilias 
strain an dnot sciatica, or any of other 
conditions which might produce a sim- 
ilar set of symptoms. 


There are many conditions that can 


produce a pain in the back, varying 
frc/m' a simple condition like a strain 
.such a resrious condition as tuber- 
culosis of the spinal column, fractures 
of the bones of the spine, a pushing 
outward of the soft material that is be- 
tween the bones, and tumors affecj-in^ 
^the spinal area. 


When it has been determined defi- 


I nitely that the condition i.s a sacro- 
ilias strain, many different methods of 
j-realment may have to be tried. For 
instance, the doctor may want the pa- 
ttient to wear a belt for a brace. He 
may find it necessary to manipulate 
the spine in order J-o overcome the 
stresses in the wrong places. 
Since 


this may be painful, it may be neces- 
sary to give the patient on anesthetic 
"uring the •manipulation.

Stamps Are Successful 


The Department of Agriculture has 


hecn 
troubled with 
food 
surpluses 


these many months and has been dis- 
posed to .encourage farmers to grow 
less instead of more. That has been 
only partly successful in balacing crops 
against national appetite. More re- 
cently the system of stamp distribution 
among relief clients has begun to at- 
tack surpluses of particular varieties 
uf food. 


Congress 'put up $100,000,000 of good 


laper money to finance stamp distri- 
bution so that a relief client will get an 
additional 50 cents for special hcalth- 
suilding foods for every dollar he gels 
of relief payments for general expen- 
ditures. It has worked very well, or 
at least the Department of Agriculture 
says it has, in two or three cities to 
date and the department is reaching 
out to take in m'orc. 


Quietly the Department of Agricul- 


ture has been toying with the idea of 
permitting relief clients to use the 
Stamps to purchase cotton goods. It 
would take an awful lot of stamps to 
make much of a dent in the cotton 
surpluses, all of which the department 
knows very well. But a dent is a dent, 
and, besides, the department suspects 
that a few more shirts a year wouldn't 
hurt the average family. 


One Similarity 


To date we have noticed only one 


similarity between the food programs 
in Germany and in the United States. 
In Germany the govcrn'mcnt is trying 
to persuade loyal Nazis to drink less 
beer, as beer uses grain and grain is a 
spare crop in Germany. 


In the United States relief stamps 


cannot be used to buy beer. But there 
again the 'reason is different. The De- i 
partmcnt of Agriculture figures that
